GS.R. 438(E).— Whereas certain draft rules were 
published, as required under sub-section (1) of Sect ion 157 
of the Trade Marks Act, 1999 (47 of 1999), read with 
Section 2 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), 
vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry (Department of Industrial Policy 
and Promotion) number GS.R. 344 dated the 19th December, 
2011, inviting objections and suggestions from ail persons 
likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of fifteen 
days from the date on which copies of the Official Gazette 
containing the notification were made available to die public; 

And whereas, the copies of the Official Gazette 
containing the said notification were made available to the 
public on the 24th December, 2011; 

And whereas, no objections and suggestions were 
received by the Central Government; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (xxix) of sub-section (2) of Section 157 of the 
Trade Marks Act, 1999 (47 of 1999), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Intellectual Property Appellate Board (Salaries and 
allowances payable to, and other terms and conditions of 
service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) 
Rules, 2003, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Intellectual 
Property Appellate Board (Salaries and allowances payable 
to, and other terms and conditions of service of the 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) Amendment 
Rules, 2012. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force 
on the 1 st day of January, 2006. 

2. In rule 3 of Intellectual Property Appellate Board 
(Salaries and allowances payable to, and other terms and 


conditions of service of the Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
Members) Rules, 2003, for the words: "The Chairman shall 
be entitled to a pay of rupees thirty thousand per month; 
the Vice-Chairman shall be entitled to a pay of rupees 
twenty-six thousand per month and other Members shall 
be entitled to a pay in the scale of rupees'twenty-two 
thousand four hundred -five hundred twenty five- twenty- 
four thousand five hundred”, the words "The Chairman 
shall be entitled to a pay of rupees ninety thousand per 
month; the Vice-Chairman shall be entitled to a pay of rupees 
eighty thousand per month and other Members shall be 
entitled to pay in the pay band (HAG)-rupees sixty seven 
thousand-[annual increment at the rate of three per cent]- 
rupees seventy nine thousand” shall be substituted.
